Tiiat  by  a  law  of  the  of  Au- 
guft  1790,  the  Prefulent  was  au- 
thorifed  to  borro  w  12,000,000  of 
dollars  to  be  applied  to  the  payment 
of  the  foreign  debt  of  the  (tailed 
States. 

That  by  another  law  pafTed  the 
I2tb  of  Auguft  1  79,0  the  PrcliJent 
was  authoril.d  to  borrow  2,000,000 
of  dollars  to  he  applied  toward*  fink- 
ing the  domeilic  debt  of  the  Uni- 
ted States. 

That  the  Present,  on  the  28  h 
of  Auguft  i/O^,  tuthcriferlj  the  Se- 
creury  of  the  frcafiry  to  borrow 
the  money  ;  and  pofitivdy  inftruc- 
ted  him,  immediate'*  to  aptly  it  in  the 
mnnmr  direSiedby  the  above  mentioned 
Ails. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, inftead  of  applying  the  money 
roti'owed"  under  the  Riff  Ait  to  ill? 
difcharge  ot  tne  fpreign  debt  of  the- 
United  States,  drew,  a  part  of  it  over 
to  America,  and  devoted  it  t6  tbe 
life  of  the  Bank. 

That  the  money  borrowed  un- 
der the  fecond  Acr,  inftead  cf  being 
applied  to  thedifchargeof  the  dome- 
fl,c  debt  of  the  United  States,  was 
alfo  drawn- ever  and  lodged  in  the 
.  Bank,  contrary  to  the  directions  of 
the  Act  and  the  exprefs  inductions 
of  the  Prefhfcrrt. 


That  fince  the  time  of  making 
thefe  loans ,  the  United  States  have 
been  fubjected  to  the  payment  of 
intered  on  the  foreign  and  done* 
ftic  debt,  and  alfo  intereft  on  the 
money  borrowe  d  of  Holland  ;  whilli 
the  b^nk  has  had  the  ate  of  3,000, 
coo  of  Dollars  ofthe  money  bor- 
rowed of  H  jllan  I,  wirhout  pjying 
any  iniereft  to  the  United  States, 
That  whilft  the  fum  of  3,000,000 
of  dollars,  the  property  of  the  .Uni- 
ted States  was  lex'ged  in  the  Bank, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treafury,  on 
behalf  of  the  United  States,  bor- 
rowed of  the  bank  400,000  dollars 
on  intereft  of  five  per  cent. 

That  until  the  Lff  fefhon  of  Con-
